I don’t think lie has

“Then what reason have you to suppose 
that it would be agreeable to him to marry 
you ?”

It’s Impossible for

He’s 
only one man, and there are so many in the 
world.

Besides, he don’t support me good.”

It Is rich to hear a paper so rampant on 
the subject of gas-filled balloons as the 
Graphic was only a little while ago, talk about 
the “ folly of Inflation.” The sudden stoppage 
of the process of inflation in the Capitoline 
Grounds dashed to the earth the most aspir­ 
ing device ever got np by a newspaper, and 
split the oiled canvas and the heart of Don 
aidson together. 
Inflation is not a folly, good 
Graphic, although a weak aerostat is. This 
paragraph has no financial reference. 


We hear that Tweed is going to follow the 
fashion set by all martyrs and set forth his 
mournful story in book-form to the world.— 
This is wise in the “ Boss.” 
He has plenty of 
time and lots of material for the most readable 
subscription book of the season. 
Let him tell 
the whole truth about his recent experiences 
and doings; the truth aa the legal corkscrew 
could not extract it from bim. Does anybody 
doubt the success of that book ? Why, lf Tweed 
is honest and thorough in writing it there are 
men in New York who would buy the entire 
edition. 


The Shall has rooted out Reuter, and the 
speculator’s dreams of Persian diamonds, and 
maybe Persian houris, have proved a baseless 
fabric. 
Owing to the non-fulfillment of bis 
contract the King of Kings has revoked it in 
his own peremptory way. 
If the German in­ 
tend improver were in Teheran, he, the dust 
of whose horse’s hoofs forms the galaxy of 
heaven, would undoubtedly cut off that Ger­ 
man’s head. 
The gentle music of the locomo­ 
tive will now never wake the star-lit slumbers 
of the black-eyed enchantresses of the damask- 
hung harem of the gorgeonsly-jewaled Poten­ 
tate of All the Earth; for Reuter is a humbug 
and Nassir et! Din is a tight Brick in an ancient 
wall. So mote it be. 


Mr. Kasson, of Iowa, took occasion while 
the House was considering the salary repeal 
matter to criticise adversely the President’s 
recommendation that the executive be given 
the right to veto portions of a bill when he 
should deem it right. The member from Iowa 
is certainly mistaken in supposing that such a 
law would militate against the pristine of 
Congress. 
Iniquitous measures have gone 
through that body in the shape of “ riders ” or 
attachments to bills otherwise good enough, 
which could not have passed lf disconnected 
from them, 
/ s a compound sample of this 
kind of thing, uke Hie salary law about which 
we are all talking just now. 
Everybody be­ 
lieves that Congress put the bill through on 
hint from taw White Moose, and that the White 
House covered its complicity in the transac­ 
tion by suggesting a grab all around the board 
As the law stood Grant could not veto It with­ 
out also vetoing the whole appropriation bill. 
He ought to have done even that and taken 
the consequences, but our purpose is not to 
discuss a side issue. Had Ute pro|x>sed change 
been in vogue then and the part of it doubling 
the President’s salary remained unvetoed, the 
country would have been able to place the re­ 
sponsibility for that item precisely where it 
belongs. 


T he W orkingm en. 
The workingmen had a big meeting in New 
York on Thursday night, and the freest ex 
presslons were indulged iu by the speakers 
and applauded by the bearers regarding the 
present financial situation and its causes. Un­ 
fortunately the meeting seems to have been 
controlled by the least judicious of the class 
thus assembled, aud lienee the talk was main­ 
ly of a kind to inflame the minds aud prejudice 
the reasons of the laboring men. 
Looking at 
the situation from the laborers’ standpoint It 
was quite natural that there should be bitter 
ness of feeling and vehemence of expression, 
bul better judgment would have been displayed 
if the speeches had been more of an argument­ 
ative and less of a denunciatory character 
There was too much of a smack of Commun­ 
ism and the Internationale to make the pro­ 
ceedings relishable to calm and fair-minded 
men. The figures brought forward showed only 
what everybody knew before—that a large 
number of men were out of work; that crime 
and suflering had increased since the panic, 
and that the indications pointed to a severe 
winter for Ute laboring classes. 
All ibis we 
knew already, and the great charitable heart of 
the country is beating in sympathy for the 
suflering and the destitute. So, too, we know 
the evils of legislation which does rut as it 
should aim to maintain that equilibrium l>e- 
tween employer and employee so essential to 
harmony, prosperity and good feeling. 
All 
these things are but rebuttons of old stories 
—stories of evils that exist, but which are be­ 
ing righteously adjusted slowly but surely by 
the fundamental good sense of the people. 
AU will sympathise with the just complaints 
of these men, but condemn the spirit which 
led to the “demand" for sharing of property 
and laws providing that no man shonld be 
allowed to hold over $300,000 worth of prop­ 
erty. 
This is the craziest kisd of Communism 
and is founder! on no principle of right or jus­ 
tice whatever. 
Tile workingmen, in their counsels together, 
forget one important fact; namely, that if 
there were no employers there would be 
no employes. 
The great question of the 
relation of capital to labor must be adjusted 
on a principle or broader justice than those 
advocated by the demagogues who too often 
pass for oracles among the laborers. 
There 
must and always will be a recognized difference, 
and the two classes can only harmonize when 
each recognizes the claims of the other, 
There 
should be no angry disputes, but calm reason­ 
ing together. 
The system of co-operation 
seems to be the most equitable plan yet sug 
gested and acted upon, and this equalizes 
labor and capital not in the way the Com­ 
munists propose, but with the honest recog­ 
nition that labor und capital are two difierent 
elements, but not necessarily antagonistic— 
on the contrary easily combined for mutual 
good. 
The New York workingmen will have all the 
sympathy and moral aid they deserve in their 
reaJ grievances and honest causes for com­ 
plaint; 
Indeed, the newspapers are cham­ 
pioning their cause now with friendly earnest­ 
ness—but they should lie careful not to be 
misled by men whose real ends are selfish and 
whose characters are those of demagogues. 
There is one hold which the workingmen have 
upon the body politic which wilt make Itself 
felt even if the instice of their appeals are un­ 
heeded—they can vote; and our legislators 
are easily awakened to this fact. 


A lex. II. Stephen* en B ack P a y . 
Once in a while there occurs to vary lite dull 
routine of legislation at Washington an event 
of dramatic as well as political interest. 
Mr. 
Stephens' speech in the House on the salary 
repeal question was of this nature. The at­ 
tenuated, almost unearthly figure of the mao; 
his semi-transparent skin, his small, boyish 
body, the sombre skull-cap on his head, from 
under the edges of which strayed a few thin 
locks of white, wintry hair; his black clothes, 
unrelieved by color, the absence of any at­ 
tempt at personal ornamentation; his shrill 
voice, falling at the end of his sentences so as 
to be only faintly audible; his indispensable 
crutch and general air of overcoming great 
and increasing weakness by the spiritual pow­ 
er of courage—these things made ap the re­ 
markable apparition which it had not been 
difficult to imagine rose from some distant and 
mysterious world. The impression made upon 
tbs House by these unwonted elements in a 
Mill living speaker, was indescribable. 
The 
members gathered around him as closely as 
they could, while some literally sat upon the 
floor at his feet. There was nothing In what 
It wss expected Mr. Stephen* would say lo 


lastly aQ this, although his ability is no less 
than of old. 
Wieer and more eloquent men 
than he have talked at the bead of the patient 
presiding officer of the House over wholorows 
of inattentive or sleepy fellow-Representatives. 
No; it was not because of an idea that the 
gentleman from Georgia would be likely to 
edify the House or afloct its future vote upon 
the topic of the bour that it paid him the com­ 
pliment of so profound a respect and so ready 
an ear. 
Rather it was for the reason that he 
presented the singular spectacle of an un­ 
changed and unchangeable fossil out of a 
burled political stratum standing up to ad­ 
dress a generation with which he bas no sym­ 
pathy—from whose favor he has nothing to 
hope and from whose resentment he has noth­ 
ing to fear. 
Mr. Stephens defended the back-pay meas­ 
ure of the last Congress in every phase of its 
operation, and declared himself unable to see 
why any man should blush for having voted 
for it or shared in the emolument for which 
the bill provided. 
His argument was no 
better, 
no worse, 
nor 
any 
fresher 
or 
more convincing than others which have 
been enunciated 
to the 
same 
purpose 
by other men. 
Mr. Stephens’ statement that 
every true politician must of course be a dem­ 
agogue, because the word literally signifies 
•leader of the people,’ loses ail its apparent 
force when we remember that words have new 
meanings put upon them by altered conditions; 
aud that now the derivative which ho dissect­ 
ed carries bat one definition, and that is, hyp­ 
ocrite. 
As to the sums mentioned by Mr. 
Stephens as proper to be paid to high govern­ 
ment officers, all very much greater than the 
salaries of those positions at present, on the 
ground that only the brightest and ablest in­ 
tellects should fill them, and these were worth 
a good deal of money, we have but a word to 
say. 
There Is no conceivable principle on 
which the casii value of brains can be justly 
estimated, 
A publisher can tell what he can 
afford to give any author for a book after pub- 
boation, or to a popular author, possibly, be­ 
fore. 
But in all matters of general service, 
not directly transmutable into money, as is 
the work of a President, for example, the 
basis of payment must be made of ail the in­ 
cidental considerations pertinent to each spe­ 
cial case. 
The fourteen years which have 
elapsed since Alex. H. Stephens sat in the 
House before have evidently removed him 
from the sphere of modern thongbt and feel­ 
ing, and made him a more complete Idealist 
than ever.

grant belligerent rights to the Cuban revolu­ 
tionists. 
Letters were read from Governor Dix, Lieu­

It is rich to hear a paper so rampant on 
the subject of gas-filled balloons as the 
Graphic was only a little while ago, talk about 
the “ folly of Inflation.” The sudden stoppage 
of the process of inflation in the Gapitoline 
Grounds dashed to the earth the most aspir­ 
ing device ever got np by a newspaper, and 
split the oiled canvas and the heart of Don­ 
aldson together. 
Inflation is not a folly, good 
Graphic, although a weak aerostat is. 
This 
paragraph has no financial reference. 


We hear that Tweed is going to follow the 
fashion set by all martyrs and set forth his 
mournful story in book-form to the world.— 
This is wise in the “ Boss.” 
He has plenty of 
time and lots of material for the most readable 
subscription book of the season. 
Let him tell 
the whole truth about his recent experiences 
and doings; the truth as the legal corkscrew 
could not extract it from him. 
Does anybody 
donbt the success of that book ? Why, if Tweed 
is honest and thorough in writing it there are 
men in New York who would buy the entire 
edition. 


The Shah has rooted out Reuter, and the 
speculator’s dreams of Persian diamonds, and 
maybe Persian houris, have proved a baseless 
fabric. 
Owing to the non-fulfillment of his 
contract the King of Kings has revoked it in 
his own peremptory way.

of whose horse’s hoofs forms the galaxy of 
heaven, would undoubtedly cut oflT that Ger­ 
man’s head. 
The gentle music of the locomo­ 
tive will now never wake the star-lit slumbers 
of the blaek-eyedenchantresses of the damask- 
hung harem of the gorgeously-jeweled Poten­ 
tate of All the Earth; for Reuter is a humbug 
and Nassir edDin is a tight Brick in an ancient 
wall.

Mr. Kassou, of Iowa, took occasion while 
the House was considering the salary repeal 
matter to criticise adversely the President’s 
recommendation that the executive be given 
the right to veto portions of a bill when he 
should deem it right. The member from Iowa 
is certainly mistaken in supposing that such a 
law would militate against the prestige of 
Congress. 
Iniquitous measures have gone 
through that body in the shape of “ riders ” or 
attachments to bills otherwise good enough, 
which could not have passed ir disconnected 
from them. 
As a compound sample of this 
kind of thing, take the salary law’ about which 
we are all talking ju3t now. 
Everybody be­ 
lieves that Congress put the bill through on a 
hint from tL„ White House, and that the White 
House covered its complicity in the transac­ 
tion by suggesting a grab all around the board 
As the law stood Grant could not veto it with 
out also vetoing the whole appropriation bill 
He ought to have done even that and taken 
the consequences, but our purpose is not to 
discuss a side issue. Had the proposed change 
been in vogue then aud the part of it doubling 
the President’s salary remained unvetoed, the 
country would have been able to place the re­ 
sponsibility for that item precisely where it 
belongs. 


justify all this, although his ability Is no leas 
than of old. Wieer and more eloquent men 
than ho have talked at the head of the patient 
presiding officer of the House over whole rows 
of inattentive or sleepy fellow-Representatives. 
No; it was not because of an idea that the 
gentleman from Georgia would be likely to 
edify the House or aflect its future vote upon 
the topic of the hour that it paid him the com­ 
pliment of so profound a respect and so ready 
an ear. 
Rather it was for the reason that he 
presented the singular spectacle of an un­ 
changed and unchangeable fossil out of a 
burled political stratum standing up to ad­ 
dress a generation with which he has no sym­ 
pathy—from whose favor he has nothing to 
hope and from whose resentment he has noth­ 
ing to fear. 
Mr. Stephens defended the back-pay meas­ 
ure of the last Congress in every phase of its 
operation, and declared himself unable to see 
why any man should blush for having voted 
for it or shared in the emolument for which 
the bill provided. 
His argument was no 
better, 
no worse, 
nor 
any 
fresher 
or 
more convincing thau others which have 
been enunciated 
to the 
same 
purpose 
by other men. 
Mr. Stephens’ statement that 
every true politician must of course be a dem­ 
agogue, because the word literally signifies 
leader of the people,’ loses all its apparent 
force when we remember that words have new 
meanings put upon them by altered conditions; 
and that now the derivative which ho dissect­ 
ed carries but one definition, and that is, hyp­ 
ocrite. 
As to the sums mentioned by Mr. 
Stephens as proper to be paid to high govern­ 
ment officers, all very much greater than the 
salaries of those positions at present, on the 
ground that only the brightest and ablest in 
tellects should fill them, and these were werth 
a good deal of money, we have but a word to 
say. 
There is no conceivable principle on 
which the cash value of brains can be justly 
estimated, 
A publisher can tell what he can 
aflord to give any author for a book after pub­ 
lication, or to a popular author, possibly, be­ 
fore. But in all matters of general service, 
not directly transmutable into money, as is 
the work of a President, for example, the 
basis of payment must be made of all the in­ 
cidental considerations pertinent to each spe­ 
cial case. 
The fourteen years which have 
elapsed since Alex. H. Stephens sat In the 
House before have evidently removed him 
from the sphere of modern thought and feel­ 
ing, and made him a more complete idealist 
than ever.

The workingmen had a big meeting in New 
York on Thursday night, and the freest ex 
pressions were indulged in by the speakers 
and applauded by the hearers regarding the 
present financial situation and its causes. Un 
fortunately the meeting seems to have been 
controlled by the least judicious of the class 
thus assembled, and hence the talk was main 
ly of a kind to inflame the minds and prejudice 
the reasons of the laboring men. 
Looking at 
the situation from the laborers’ standpoint it 
was quite natural that there should be bitter­ 
ness of feeling and vehemence of expression 
but better judgment would have been displayed 
if the speeches had been more of an argument 
ative and less of a denunciatory character, 
There was too much of a smack of Commun 
ism and the Internationale to make the pro 
ceedings relishable to calm and fair-minded 
men. The figures brought forward showed only 
what everybody knew before—that a large 
number of men were out of work; that crime 
and suflering had increased since the panic 
and that the indications pointed to a severe 
winter for the laboring classes. 
All this we 
knew already, and the great charitable heart of 
the country is beating in sympathy for the 
suflering and the destitute. 
So, too, we know 
the evils of legislation which does not as 
should aim to maintain that equilibrium be­ 
tween employer and employee so essential 
harmony, prosperity and good feeling. 
All 
these things are but repetitious of old stories 
—stories of evils that exist, but which are be­ 
ing righteously adjusted slowly but surely by 
the fundamental good sense of the people. 
All will sympathise with the just complaints 
of these men, but condemn the spirit which 
led to the “demand” for sharing of property 
and laws providing that no man should be 
allowed to hold over $300,000 worth of prop 
erty. 
This is the craziest kiad of Communism 
and is founded on no principle of right or jus 
tice whatever. 
The workingmen, in their counsels together, 
forget one important fact; namely, that 
there were no employers there would 
no employes. 
The great question of the 
relation of capital to labor must be adjusted 
on a principle of broader justice than those 
advocated by tbe demagogues who too often 
pass for oracles among the laborers. 
There 
must and always will be a recognized difference, 
and the two classes can only harmonize when 
each recognizes the claims of the other. 
There 
should be no angry disputes, but calm reason 
ing together. 
The system of co-operation 
seems to be the most equitable plan yet sug 
gested and acted upon, and this equalizes 
labor and capital not in the way the Com 
munists propose, but with the honest recog­ 
nition that labor and capital arc two diflerent 
elements, but not necessarily antagonistic— 
on the contrary easily combined for mutual 
good. 
The New York workingmen will have all the 
sympathy and moral aid they deserve in their 
real grievances and honest causes for com­ 
plaint; 
indeed, the newspapers are cham­ 
pioning their cause now with friendly earnest­ 
ness—but they should be careful not to be 
misled by men whose real ends are selfish and 
whose characters are those of demagogues. 
There is one hold which the workingmen have 
upon the body politic which will make itself 
felt even if the justice of their appeals are un­ 
heeded—they can vote; and our legislators 
are easily awakened to this fact.

G R E A T CFBAN M E E T IN G . 


C ooper I n s titu te C ro w d ed . 
New York, Dec. 12.—A great mass meet­ 
ing was held at Cooper Institute to-night to 
protest in the name of humanity and justice 
against the barbarities perpetrated by the 
Spaniards in Cuba. 
The meeting was herald­ 
ed by large posters headed “ No more war 
upon women and children,” and calling for 
the accordance of belligerent rights to Cuba. 
The meeting did not commence until after 
eight o’clock, but there was an immense crowd 
outside the doors at seven and in a few mo­ 
ments after the doors were opened every seat 
was filled. 
Hon. Horace Barnard presided. 
The first speaker was Rev. George H. 
Hepworth. 
He said America lias made a de­ 
mand after the late news from Cuba which 
looked, under the circumstances, like an apolo­ 
gy. 
The next message ought to be in the 
shape of a bombshell. 
Preambles and resolutions were adopted 
rehearsing 
the oft-repeated stories of the 
cruelties practiced by the Spaniards in Cuba 
against men, women and children; asking 
Congress to adopt sucli measures as will in 
future prevent their recurrence and also to 
grant belligerent rights to the Cuban revolu­ 
tionists. 
Letters were read from Governor Dix, Lieu­ 
tenant Governor Robinson, Sunset Cox and 
A. S. Sullivan. 
General John Cochrane and 
Moritz Ellinger delivered eloquent speeches, 
frequently interrupted by enthusiastic ap­ 
plause. 
Speeches were delivered by Rev. John Par­ 
ker aud Major Haggerty and the meeting 
closed with resolutions calling on Cox and A. 
H. Stephens to present a memorial to Con­ 
gress. 
Governor Dix in his letter to the promoters 
of the meeting says his views in regard to 
these atrocities were clearly set forth at a 
public meeting on the 17th ultimo in Sleinwav 
Hall. 
Having entire confidence that the gov­ 
ernment will do all that is necessary to vindi­ 
cate the honor of the country he prefers not 
to take part in auother public demonstration 
on this subject.

THE NEW POSTAL BILL. 


The House Committee on Po3t Offices and 
Post Roads held a meeting this morning, at 
which the bill proposed by the sub-committee 
with reference to the delivery of public docu­ 
ments through the mails was adopted. 
The 
bill in substance authorizes public documents 
to be sent free through the mails,free exchange 
of newspapers and free delivery of newspa­ 
pers iu counties wherein they are published. 
In the distributing of public documents a 
stamp is provided, to be placed in the custody 
of an officer of the House to be attached to 
overy book, pamphlet and document sent 
from either branch of Congress. 
To prevent 
abuse of power by unauthorized parties it is 
also necessary for the name of the member 
sending a document to be appended In the 
package. 
The committee agreed to report favorably 
a bill looking to the free delivery of seeds from 
the Agricultural Department and will no doubt 
regulate their distribution similar to the moans 
provided for sending public documents.

HOL.SE. 


W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 12.-M r. NESMITH of 
Oregon opened the debate ou the salary bill. 
Mr. CORNING of Missouri defended the in 
creased salary bill and argued that the public 
clamor against it had been produced partly 
by misrepresentation and partly by misappre­ 
hension of the facts. 
He announced his in­ 
tention, however, to vote for the bill reported 
by the committee. 
Mr. BURCHARD of Illinois said the ana 
nimity of the House in favor of repeal was 
such that he saw no necessity for occupy in 
further time discussing that point, but advo­ 
cated dating the repeal from the commence 
ment of the present term. 
Mr. ORTH of Indiana said lie had offered 
his proposition last evening more in the na­ 
ture of a compromise than anything else, be­ 
cause it was apparent that unless there was a 
compromise the House would never arrive at 
any conclusion. 
He thought that four prop 
ositions had been definitely settled by public 
opinion—first, that the law of the last Con­ 
gress should be repealed; second, that mile­ 
age shall never again be restored; third, that 
the franking privilege, so far as it relates to 
personal privileges of members of Congress, 
shall never be restored whatever else may be 
done in regard to distributing public docu­ 
ments, and fourth, that the salary of mem­ 
bers of Congress shall be substantially what 
it was under the old law. 
All this he pro­ 
vided for in the proposition he had offered. 
Mr. TREMAIN of New York asked Mr. 
Orth whether his proposition made any pro 
vision for covering back pay into the" treas­ 
ury. 
Mr. ORTII replied that he did no". 
lie said 
that personally he would have no objection to 
let the law date back, but as a matter of coin 
promise he thought it better to let the reduc­ 
tion commence from and after the passage of 
the law. 
He believed that that would meet 
with the wishes of the people and would be in 
conformity with the previous history of Con­ 
gress on that subject. 
He argued that the 
people were as much in favor of the reduction 
of the President’s salary as of that of members, 
but it could not bo touched till after the pres­ 
ent term. 
lie modified his proposition so as 
not to touch the salary of the Supreme Court 
Judges. 
It would apply, however, to members 
of the Cabinet, 
It applied, therefore, only to 
what were known as political officers. * He 
then moved the previous question. 
Mr. SHANKS of Indiana hoped the previous 
question would not be seconded. 
The discus 
sion should be continued. 
People were satis­ 
fied that the House understood it as well as 
they. 
Messrs. ELDRIDGE of Wisconsin and MON­ 
ROE of Ohio followed, when the House came 
to a vote ou the two pending propositions, 
first that offered by Hurlburt of Illinois to re 
commit the bill with instructions to strike out 
the second and third sections and substitute, 
the other fixing the compensation of Senators 
and Congressmen at $6,000 and actual travel­ 
ing expenses once each way, the Speaker 
$8,000. 
For these instructions Mr. ORTH of Indiana 
offered a substitute as follows: That the select 
committee report a bill repealing the whole 
salary act so far as the same can be done 
under the Constitution, excepting Judges of 
the Supreme Court, and ascertain the aver­ 
age amount of salary, mileage and all other 
allowances, exclusive of any estimate for the 
use of the franking privilege,paid (o Senators, 
Representatives and Delegates to the Forty- 
first Congress and report a bill determining 
the compensation of Senators, Representa 
tivcs and Delegates in Congress hereafter at 
the amount as ne i” as practicable thus as­ 
certained, with the necessary travelling ex­ 
penses and restoring all other salaries as" they 
were before the passage of that act. 
The previous question was seconded, 132 to 
126, and the main question was ordered. The 
question was first taken on substituting Orth’s 
proposition and it was adopted, also without 
yea3 and nays. 
So the bill was recommitted 
to tbe special committee, with the instructions 
proposed by Mr. Orth, and it, wa3 agreed that 
when the bill shall be reported back it will be 
considered under the five minute rule. 
The House then at 3 o'clock P. M. went into 
Committee of the Whole, Mr. TYNER of Indi­ 
ana in the.cbair, and took up the bill appro­ 
priating $4,000,000 for extraordinary expenses 
of the naval service. 
In the course of discussion Mr. COX of New 
York said that there wa3 not light euough in 
the House to kill a mouse; that had been 
proved tbe other day on the belligerency 
question. 
The diplomacy 
of

ernment 
was 
not 
up 
to 
the 
popular sentiment. 
The flag of the country 
had been dragged in the dust through our di­ 
plomacy. 
One thing, however, was certain, 
and that was that tlie navy ought to be better 
and stronger than it was. 
The city of New 
York to-day was at the mercy of any of the 
European iron-clads that might choose to 
enter that harbor. 
It could close up business 
and destroy the property of that city. 
By 
some peculiar refinement of naval architecture 
and naval warfare that city was to-day at the 
mercy of evon so mean and contemptible a 
power as Spain. 
Mr. KELLOGG of Connecticut—Is it a good 
time then for going to war? (Laughter.) " 
Mr. COX—I am not speaking of going to 
war. 
I am ’peaking of the increase of the 
navy, irrespective of our diplomacy. 
Mr. HALE of Maine replied to Cox. 
He 
says, said Hale, that a single Spanish frigate 
can blockade onr ports, can bombard "our 
towus, can burn down millions and millions of 


Property. If that Is ao, if he believes it is so, 
' what is the sense of his infnriated cry for war? 
The best thing about the appropriation bill 
and the conduct of the Secretary of the Navy in 
this emergency is that all bis naval prepara­ 
tions is an argument not for war but for peace. 
To be well prepared in an emergency and to 
show to the world that we will not bear insult, 
if such is put upon us, is the best protection 
against insult. 
Mr. HAWLEY of Connecticut also called 
Mr. Cox to account for his remarks derroga- 
tory to the House, emphatically endorsed the 
administration for the conduct of the Spanish 
difficulty from beginning to end, and advo­ 
cated the bill. 
Mr. MYERS of Pennsylvania also advocated 
the bill at length. 
Mr. CROOKE of New York denied Mr. Cox’s 
assertion that New York harbor was defence­ 
less; on the contrary, it was impregnable 
against the navies of the world. 
Mr. ARCHER of Maryland thought the bill 
should appropriate a much larger sum than 
that named. 
Mr. BECK of Kentucky took occasion to 
eulogize tbe administration for its course in 
reference to Cnban affairs. 
He said that if 
thrre was anything which the President had 
ma.nagedwell it was the negotiations with 
Spain. 
Tbe President might have plunged 
the country into difficulties and perhaps have 
jrandized himself at the expense of the 
country, but the course which he had pursued 
had been extremely moderate and wise.

In years past be was Hie right baud mail of 
Daniel Drew, and ut the formation of Hic Peo­ 
ple's line of steamer., between New Y ark and 
Albany, some forty years ago, Mr. Kelly w.is 
appointed agent of tho Company in tho latter 
city. 
That was long before the timeof the full 
of the old State stand bridge—a memorable 
event in the history of Albany . 
The dock of 
the company w as on the pier at the end of tin* 
bridge, where John McArdle kept the celebrat­ 
ed “ Climax.” 
Toe steamer Westchester, 
Captain A. P. sit. John, was “ the floating 
pulace" of those days, soon fallowed by the 
Emerald and Utica. 
Mr. Kelly wa* a boon 
companion and was on intimate term* with 
the late Isaac Newton, Captain A. P. St. John, 
Captain Peck and many of the prominent men 
of those days. 
Ile retained the agency for 
many years, aud at his resign ltlou was suc­ 
ceeded by Col. John W. Harcourt, who still 
holds the jiosition of representative and agent 
of the People’s Hue iii Albany.

E l l e n v i l l e , Dec. ll, 1873, 
Editor Freeman:—Your account of the 
“mammoth chi ase,” taken from the Paines­ 
ville (O.) Telegraph, in your issue of the 10th, 
reminds me of the famous “Cheshire cheese” 
made in Cheshire, Berkshire county, Massa­ 
chusetts, and presented to President Jeffer­ 
son In 1801. The dairy women of that staunch 
Democratic town, upon a given day, brought 
their curds together, and the quantity proved 
too great to be pressed even in a cider mill, 
so that in addition to the cheese, three addi­ 
tional ones weighing Bevent'/ pounds each 
were made. 
The monster cheese weighed 
1,450 pounds. 
The President graciously ac­ 
cepted the offering, and got rid of his “ele­ 
phant” by sending huge segments of it to the 
various Governors of the several states. 
He 
also sent a piece of it back to Cheshire, that 
the makers of It might be assured of Its ex­ 
cellent quality. 
This operation, it is commonly supposed, 
confirmed the Democratic character of the 
town, aud made it for years the stronghold of 
that party in that old federal commonwealth.

In years past he was the right hand man of 
Daniel Drew, and at the formation of the Peo­ 
ple’s line of steamers between New York and 
Albany, some forty years ago, Mr. Kelly was 
appointed agent of the Company in the latter 
city. 
That was long before the time of the fall 
of the old State street bridge—a memorable 
eveut in the history of Albany. 
The dock of 
the company was on the pier at the end of the 
bridge,where John McArdlc kept the celebrat­ 
ed “ Climax.” 
The steamer Westchester, 
Captain A. P. St. John, was “ the lloating 
palace ” of those days, soon followed by the 
Emerald and Utica. 
Mr. Kelly was a boon 
companion and was on intimate terms with 
the late Isaac Newton, Captain A. P. St. John, 
Captain Peck and many of the prominent men 
of those days, 
lie retained the agency for 
many years, and at his resignation wa3 suc­ 
ceeded by Col. John W. Harcourt, who still 
holds the position of representative and agent 
of the People’s line in Albany.

leaves his widow in affluent circumstances.

Tbe PlMntifl’s claim is as follows: Some 
l<rtght or nine y§ars ago, L ather J. Lefever. 
who resided ,n Stone Ridge, had the miffor- 


tune to lose bis wife by death. 
Ho Immedi­ 
ately left for the west, and has not since re­ 
turned. 
He left behind a family of four chil­ 
dren unprovided for, and these children were 
taken charge of by the friends of the parents. 
Kelder’s wife is the sister of Lafavor, and she 
took one of the children. 
The defendants are 
also related to Lefever, and they wrote a let­ 
ter to Kekler, statiug they would give him 
$100 if he would take charge of another of 
the children by name Olive. 
Plaintift finally 
agreed to the proposition and took the child, 
and now brings his action for the amount he 
claims defendants agreed to pay him. 
De­ 
fendants deny they made any agreement. 
The jury gave a verdict for the defendants. 
No. 67, Elijah Beatty vs. A ugustus Myers, 
was next called and tried. 
The attorneys are 
A. Schoonmaker, Jr., for plaintiff and Charles 
A. Fowler for defendant. 
The case is one of 
slander, and the facts are as follows: Mr. 
Beatty, who resides near Old Hurley, had 
living with him a girl about thirteen years of 
age which he had taken to bring up. It seems 
the sister of defendant took a fancy to the 
girl and last spring tried to entice her awav. 
One Sunday in May last, plaintiff came home 
aud found the defendant and his sister both 
in the house, having come with the purpose 
of taking away the girl, whose name was 
Sarah Davis. 
Beatty objected, and then the 
two had a loug argument about the matter — 
During this talk defendant spoke in an insult­ 
ing manner, whereupon plaintiff told him if 
he hadn’t more sense he had better go home. 
Defendant then got up in a rage and started 
toward the wagon, 
lie called to the girl to 
come also. 
Beatty followed, and as defend­ 
ant went in the lane, he (defendant) began to 
wax warm and turning toward him said, “ You 
keep a bad house, and have kept a bad house 
some time.” Beatty then walked up to him 
and said, “Gussie, yon must get oil my prem­ 
ises or I'll knock you down.” 
At this de­ 
fendant backed up, but again said, “You’vo 
been keeping a bad house sometime aud there 
is the fruit of it,” at the same time pointing 
to an illegitimate child of a daughter of plain- 
tifi. 
Defendant then grew more lively in Ids 
manner, and slapping his hand on his pocket- 
book said, “ Pot me through; yes, put me 
through quick as you can, I’ve lots of stamps; 
you are nothing but a louse. 
What’s a louse ? 
If you crack a louse what hayo you got—noth­ 
ing but the bide.” After this the parties had 
a pretty lively time, but no blows were struck, 
and finally defendant and sister went ofl; the 
girl followed soon after. 
Defendant claims 
what lie said was true, and that he was justi­ 
fied in saying what he did. This case has cre­ 
ated much excitement throughout Old Hurley 
for some time, for the defendant threatened to 
subpamae all the youth in the place, and sev­ 
eral left for parts unknown because of such 
threat. 
There was scandal enough brought 
out to satisfy the most inveterate court loun­ 
ger, and it does certainly seem the words were 
uttered in a most insulting manner, and with­ 
out provocation on part of plaintift. 


Friday morning the case of Beatty vs. Myers 
was continued. 
It required the greater part 
of the day to finish it. 
During the trial the 
court room was crammed with people to hear 
what they considered rich develpraents. 
The 
Gardiner Smith transaction that cost him 
SI,000 some ten years ago was uncovered, and 
the details gone into, much to the delight of 
the audience. 
Counsel were unusually rigor­ 
ous during the summing up, and both parties 
received a fearful lashing; more especially did 
Judge Schoonmaker use the most scathing 
language toward the defendant. 
During tin* 
summing up the audience often broke over the 
rules of the court with subdued applause.— 
Gardiuer Smith was present and counsel did 
not spare him when speakiug of the transac­ 
tion of that gentleman in seducing a young 
girl, the daughter of plaintiff. 
The jury were 
out but a short time and returned with a ver­ 
dict of $130 for plaintiff. 
No. II, A pollos II. Decker vs. Abram S. 
Can Gaasbeck, was referred to William S. 
Kenyon. 
No. 78, also referred. 
No. G8, Benjamin II. Stillwell vs. Harry 
C. Carman, was then tried. 
The attorneys 
are A. Schoonmaker, Jr., for plaintifl and 
Charles A. Fowler for defendant. 
The case is 
one for assault and battery. 
The parties re­ 
side in High Falls and one day last May 
plaintifl came to the post office at F. 0 . Nor­ 
ton's store anil made certain sarcastic allu­ 
sions to

The G reat C h esh ire C h eese. 


E l l e n v il l e , Dec. 11, 1873. 
E ditor F reem an:—Your account of the 
“mammoth cheese,” taken from the Paines- 
ville (O.) Telegraph, in your issue of the 10th, 
reminds me of the famous “Cheshire cheese” 
made in Cheshire, Berkshire county, Massa­ 
chusetts, and presented to President Jeffer­ 
son in 1801. The dairy women of that staunch 
Democratic town, upon a given day, brought 
their curds together, and the quantity proved 
too great to be pressed even in a cider mill, 
so that in addition to the cheese, three addi­ 
tional ones weighing seventy pounds each 
were made. 
The monster cheese weighed 
1,450 pounds. 
The President graciously ac­ 
cepted the offering, and got rid of his “ele­ 
phant” by sending huge segments of it to the 
various Governors of the several states. 
He 
also sent a piece of it back to Cheshire, that 
the makers of it might be assured of its ex­ 
cellent quality. 
This operation, it is commonly supposed, 
confirmed the Democratic character of the 
towu, and made it for years the stronghold of 
that party in that old federal commonwealth. 
For years the town returned but one Whig 
vote, in the earlier days of that party.

The Rev. Mr. Cooper says that Catholics 
must uot read the New Testament; that they 
are taught not to trust in it at all, nor 
“ to exercise their private judgment.” 
In 
truth every Catholic old lady in Rondout who 
knaws the'contraty will say what a veracious 
and learned man Mr. Cooper is. 
The Rev. Mr. Cooper, forgetful of the actual 
persecution of Catholics in some of the Pro­ 
testant countries of Europe; unmindful of the 
murder of Catholics by the head of the English 
Protestant Church for centuries; and of the 
persecution of Catholics by the Puritan colon­ 
ists here, at the same time holding the popes 
responsible for the acts of bad Catholic kings

He makes 
the head of the council, Pius IX., a Jesuit, 
though we poor Catholics always thought he 
was originally a secular priest.

Cooper is more learned, however. 
He knows. 
He forgot, however, that the Jesuit, the Car­ 
dinal, the ultramontane bishop and the friars 
of the council all believed alike, thought 
alike, spoke alike, obeyed alike, were in heart 
and mind one, and could therefore be properly 
called "one body in Christ,” while the Evan- 
f 


elical Alliance had no two members in it that 
elieved alike. 
They were as irregular in 
their intellectual beliefs as Fallstafl’s soldiers 
In their drill. 
They internally condemned each 
other’s belief; tbe Presbyterian being as hos­ 
tile to the Episcopalian as the Methodist is to 
both in doctrine. 
To call such an assembly 
one body is a downright farce. 
But perhaps 
Rev. Mr. Cooper is only treating us to a little 
comedy. 
The Rev. Mr. Cooper says there are 200,000 
“ old Catholics” in Europe. 
lie forgets that 
the "old Catholics" are as Protestant as him­ 
self so far as the Catholic Church is concerned. 
If he means that 200,000 have left the church 
in consequence of tbe Vatican Council, he 
wifi not even venture to prove bis assertion, 
because he knows, if he kuows anything about 
the “ old Catholic” movement, that his asser­ 
tion is untrue. 
If he means that 200,000 Pro­ 
testants have rallied around the half dozen bad 
priests who left the church since the council, 
he is welcome to the benefit to be derived from 
the concession. 
He is welcome to keep Hya- 
einthe, his woman, baby and all. 
We merely 
remark that Protestants have a strange affec­ 
tion for the offscourings of the Catholic Church. 
Then see the difference: why, the “ Evangeli­ 
cal Alliance” had not the courage to tell any 
man he was wrong. The Vatican Council was 
not afraid to do so. 
The Rev. Mr. Cooper seems to deny that 
Catholic books o f controversy are excluded 
from “the majority” of Protestant seminaries 
and colleges.
